Lack of Unity of Invention(s) 

1) Claims 1-10 are under prosecution. 

2) Please Note: In an effort to enhance communication with our customers and reduce processing time. 
Group 1640 is running a Fax Response Pilot for Written Restriction Requirements. A Fax cover sheet is 
attached to this Office Action for your convenience. We encourage your participation in this Pilot. program. 

3) The instant inventions lack unity under PCT Rule 13.1 and 13.2: 

I. Claims 1, 2 and 7-10, drawn to a recombinant plasmid vector comprising a nucleotide 
sequence encoding an oligopeptide having SEQ ID NO: 28 and a hG-CSF gene and a 
process of using the vector. 

II. Claims 3-6, drawn to a recombinant plasmid vector comprising a modified nucleotide 
sequence which includes SEQ ID NO: 26 and a nucleotide sequence encoding an 
oligopeptide of SEQ ID NO: 1. 

The special technical features of inventions I and II respectively are: a recombinant plasmid vector 
comprising a nucleotide sequence encoding an oligopeptide havmg SEQ ID NO: 28 and a hG-CSF gene; and 
a recombinant plasmid vector comprising a modified nucleotide sequence which includes SEQ ID NO: 26 
and a nucleotide sequence encoding an oligopeptide of SEQ ID NO: 1 . The products of inventions I and II 
lack significant common structural features. Consequently, the application lacks unity of invention.
